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INTRODUCTION

The papers ■which are press-Ustecl here were in the custody of 
the Commissioner of Delhi and were transfeired to the Imperial Becoid 
Dept by the Punjab Government in 1S99. Some of the papers are in 
Persian, but the majority are in Urdu. There ate some papers in Eng- 
lish, mostly translations of the Urdu and Persian papers. They are of 
vanous sizes and are grouped in 201 bundles, roughly classified ; each 
bundle has been separately press licted. These papers aie mostly records 
found in the Palace or in the Camp of the rebel army by the British 
troops after the capture of Delhi. There are some letters from English 
spies, a paper containing the defence of the ex-King, some Urdu and 
Persian newspapers of the time and exfiacts from others , certain private 
letteis including a few pie-Mutiny papers having no bearing on the 
Mutinvh 

II 

These papers must have been brought together for the pm pose of 
the trial of Muhammad Bahadur Shah, ex-King of Delhi. Translations 
of some of the important papers have been published in the pnnted pro- 
eeedings2 relating to the trial The Mibtaiy Commission before whom 
the ex>King was anaigned was piesided over by Lt Col M, Dundas 
of the Bengal Horse Aitilleiy and the pipsecution was conducted by 
the Deputy J udge-Advocate-General Major J. F Harriott of the Srd 
Light Cavahy. Mi James Murphy, Deputy Collector of Customs, acted as 
the Intel preter Of Mr Muiphy, Sii John Lawrence wiote as follows — 

^‘This gentleman unaided by any Munshi translated all the numer- 
ous and difficult documents adduced at the tnal, he also lead the origi- 
nals hefoie the Coui’t and conducted the examination of the native wit- 
nesses The translation^ are believed to be exceedingly faithful, and the 
cncumstanee ihat he was able to dispense with native ’assistance in the 
woik secured secrecy and other advantages and evinced eminent a'fctain- 
ments as an Urdu and Persian scholar’^. 

The proceedings partook rather of the character of a court of en- 
quiry than of a judicial tribunal As the life of the King was guaran- 
teed on his surrender to the British tioops at Humayun^s tomb, the 
Commission was precluded from passing sentence on him , but it waa em- 
powered to extend its enquiries beyond the primary object of ascertaining

worthy of the situation. He did make spme effort to preserve order in 
the city, to repress rapine and murder in the villag^es, to check malver- 
sation, to restrain the excesses of thfe soldiery, but it is clear, from first 
to last, he was unable to establish an^ administration either within or 
without the city. In the tracts nominally ruled by the King, theie 
was scarcely the semblance of autboiity , nor was theie any protection 
for life or pioperty. In but few cases did the Kmg^s agents succeed m 
collecting levenuo from the districts. Prom i s own records, the Mogul 
rule, while it lasted seems to have been a reign of tenor, and a period 
of intolerable anaichy to the people Then the papers show the finan- 
cial straits to which the King was driven, and the nume ions forced loans 
and other contnbutions exacted from the monied classes in Delhi The 
military papeis do not materially elucidate the plan of the operations, 
hut they show that the mutinous army was utterly insubordinate to the 
Government it had set up, and that its discipline was entirely relaxed 
The papers comprising the coirespondence with other powei-s ladicate 
the deputations dispatched by the King of Delhi to the Shah of Pei- 
sia but they do not show any actual connexion between these intri- 
gues and the Bengal mutinies I^'hether in the absence of any proof, 
-fheie is reason to infer such connection, will be consideied presently. 
The conespondence mth Indian chiefs, proves thht the chiefs round 
Delhi were in sub 3 ectioii to the King ,* but there is nothing to show 
that any considerable number of princes gave m their adhesfiou, nor 
that any sovereign oi powerful prince intrigued with the King The 
extracts fiom the native newspapers at Delhi ceitainly breathe a hos- 
tile spiiit to the British, and abound with absuid stories of the suc- 
cesses of the Pei siana in the war then waging, and their piobahle ad- 
vance upon India

many successful attempts at citortion from (he rich mhaUUnU of (he

In some of tho paper* (151 17 199 2C0) the King i* found 

issuing homhie orders for tho istscsination of Englishmen in diffmnt 
SUt^, but tragically enough, ho 1* weary onto death owing to the 
lawlessness and insoltnecof the soldiery the power he m rupposoil towMd 
It a hideous mockery , he asks to boeonvered In safety to Khwaj* SaJuh 
—a shnne of reputed sanctity near tbe Kulh — and to be permiltctl to 
employ himself in tho ooca)tati<m of swcojcr of the shnne he evrn 
threatens to commit suicide t (135 IG7)

is a copy of a letter from J Thomason^ Lieutenant-Goveinor of North 
Western Provincesj to the King, stating that he was unable to forward 
a lettei in Persian which he had written to the Queen of England and 
advising and asking him to appioach the Governor-General (201-19). 
There is also a diary of Mr Simon Fraser for 8 days from 16th to 23id 
September 1866 as recorded by his Munshi (201-57)
